warnings and alerts relating to or mentioning Anonymous or hacktivism sent to or received from 
any federal law enforcement or intelligence agencies or any fusion center, (4) incident reports 
investigating possible hacking activity falling within the office's jurisdiction and allegedly 
carried out by members of Anonymous or other hacktivist groups, and (5) materials generated as 
a result of any suspected or actual compromise, breach or "dox" (revealing of personal or private 
information) by Anonymous or other hacktivists. Date Range for Record Search from January 1, 
2009 to January 1, 2019.
